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Not Fear, but “Father!” 


Perfect peace is promised to him 
whose mind is stayed on God (Isa.

The second of two articles on why the righteous suffer, by the Rev. W. A. Haggat, 
cs Calvary Baptist Church, Binghamton, N. Y. 


II. PREVENTIVE CHASTENING 


OD sends afflictions or hardships 
é; upon His people for the purpose 

of preventing them from falling 
into sin. Here is a preacher’s young 
daughter who is running merrily 
through the house, when without warn- 
ing and for no apparent reason she 
feels a stunning blow by her father’s 
hand which throws her backward on 
the floor. She is hurt and will not 
speak to her father. She will not listen 
to any explanation of his strange con- 
duct. Time is a great healer. At last 
she is able to grasp his reason and lov- 









































Father.” As in 2 Timothy 1:7 there is 
here a sharp contrast that can be 
graphically shown in this way: 

not Fear 

but Father 


This sums up the attitude of mind that 
we as believers should have. When our 
Adversary, who goes about seeking 
whom he may devour, insinuates fear 
into our minds, we ought not to harbor 
it, but rather turn our thoughts im- 
mediately to our Heavenly Father. Hav- 
ing been delivered from our great : 
enemy by the death of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, we can through His grace refuse 
to be brought back again into the bond- 
age of fear. As darkness cannot stay 
in a room when the shades are raised 
and the sun shines in, so fear cannot 
long exist in the light of such words as 
these: “Like ‘as a father pitieth his 
children, so the Lord pitieth them that 
fear him. For he knoweth: our. frame; 
he remembereth that we are dust” (Psa. 
103:13, 14); “Fear thou not; for I am 
with thee: be not dismayed; for I am 
thy God: I will strengthen thee; yea, 
I will help thee; yea, I will uphold thee 
with the right hand of my righteous- 
ness” (Isa. 41:10); “Fear not: for I 
have redeemed thee, I have called thee 
by thy name; thou art mine” (Isa. 43: 
1); “He hath said, I will never leave 
thee, nor forsake thee. So that we may 
boldly say, The Lord is my helper, and 
I will not fear what man shall do unto 
me” (Heb. 13:5, 6). 


ingly runs into his open arms. The girl 
had lost her balance while running. 
Her father’s alert mind could gauge 
that she was headed for the hot stove. 
There was no time to warn. The only 
thing he could do was to slap her on 
her forehead, throwing her backward. 
All happened in less time than it takes 
to tell it. This is preventive chasten- 
ing. He hurt her to keep her from 
harm. So our Heavenly Father has to 
do with His own répeatedly. Perhaps 
some of the readers are passing this 
very hour through such an experience. 
Where do we find in the Bible incidents 
that are illustrative of this? 
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The: journey of the Israelites from 
Egypt to the Promised Land through 
the Red Sea was, humanly speaking, 
uncalled for. There was a shorter and 
a better way that would have taken 
only eleven days. It is so stated clearly 
in Deuteronomy 1:2. Why did the Lord 
lead them through the unnatural and 
longer way? The answer is given in 
Exodus 13:17, 18: “And it came to 
pass, when Pharaoh had let the peo- 
ple go, that God led them not through 
the way of the land of the Philistines, 
although that was near; for God said, 
Lest peradventure the people repent 
when they see war, and they return to 
Egypt: but God led the people about, 
through the way of the wilderness of 
the Red Sea.” To be sure, they, not- 
withstanding, rebelled again and again, 
and even “said one to another, Let us 
make a captain, and let us return into 
Egypt” (Num. 14:4); and “in their 
hearts turned back again into Egypt” 
(Acts 7:39). Nevertheless, they were 
prevented from actually going back to 
Egypt because of the way the Lord had 
led them through the Red Sea. 


Another incident illustrative of this 
preventive chastening:is given us in the 
New Testament. We are all familiar 
with the verse that has brought comfort 
and encouragement to God’s people 
through the centuries, “My grace is 
sufficient for thee: for my strength is 
made perfect in weakness” (2 Cor. 12: 
9). But perhaps not quite so many of 
us are familiar with what ‘occasioned it. 
Paul had been caught up, to the third 
heaven. He had “heard unspeakable 
words, which it is not lawful for a man 
to utter” (v. 4). Let us drop the cur- 
tain on this chapter of Paul’s life and 
raise it on another chapter. Here we 
behold Paul buffeted mercilessly by 
Satan’s messenger. We behold a sharp 
thorn, which has defied description 
through the ages, piercing him again 
and again. We hear him calling upon 
the Lord to deliver him. But the Lord 
answers not. He calls again, no doubt 
more intensely. Still he receives no 
answer. But Paul in agony persists 
and calls again. At last he receives 
the answer which is the verse given 
above. But the buffeting of Satan did 
not cease and the thorn was not with- 
drawn. Now we are ready to raise the 
curtain that we dropped a moment ago 
and look upon both chapters. Yes, it is 
all clear now. God, foreseeing the dan- 
ger of Paul’s succumbing to the natural 
sin of pride and -falling into the snare 
of the Devil as his captive, sends him 
the “messenger of Satan to buffet” him. 
God uses Satan to chasten His own in 
order to prevent him from dragging 





- them to sin. 


This is one explanation of the many 
seemingly inexplicable experiences of 
God’s people. God trusts them with 
“abundance of . . . revelations,” but with 
all He sends afflictions, whether in their 
bodies or in the bodies of those who 
are dearer than life to them, only to 
keep them usable and useful and to in- 
crease their fruitfulness. . 

The first article dealt with Restora- 
tive Chastening the purpose of which 
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fellowship, cleansing them from the sin 
which has broken that fellowship, that 
they may be “partakers of his holiness.” 
Preventive chastening is to keep them 
from falling into sin and to enable them 
to grow in His holiness. 


III. Vicarious CHASTENING 

The word “vicarious” is defined in 
our dictionary as “acting on behalf of, 
or representing another. . . . Performed 
or suffered by one person with results 
accruing to the benefit or advantage of 
another.” God, according to His wise 
counsel, causes some of His people to 
go through severe testings for the pur- 
pose of blessing others. This kind of 
chastening is for the few whom God 
can trust. We have examples of such 
chastening in the Bible. 

Peter the apostle has already been 
used as an example of restorative chas- 
tening. He is also an example of the 
kind of chastening now before us. In 
Luke: 22:31, 32 we read: “And the Lord 
said, Simon, Simon, behold, Satan hath 
desired to have you, that he may sift 
you as wheat: but I have prayed for 
thee, that thy faith fail not: and when 
thou art converted, strengthen thy 
brethren.” The word “converted” may 
suggest to some that Peter up to this 
point had not been saved or born again. 
It is not so. A better translation is 
“when thou art turned again.” That 
the Lord permitted the fall of Peter to 
humble him no one denies; but our 
Lord gives us His purpose in the inci- 
dent, which is that Peter might sym- 
pathetically strengthen his brethren. 
This he later did. 

For example, in his First Epistle, 5 
8-10, we read of this strengthening. He 
first warns them to be vigilant and 
sober because their enemy, Satan, 
whose sharp claws he could still feel 
in his soul, is still going about like a 
roaring lion. Second, he exhorts them 
to resist him steadfastly in the faith. 
Thifd, he encourages them by assuring 
them of the sufficient grace of God. A 
somewhat similar warning is given in 
2 Peter 3:17. Thus we see that at least 
a part of Peter’s sad experience was 
for the purpose of strengthening the 
saints of God through the ages. 

Job is another example of vicarious 
chastening. He went through one de- 
gree of torture after another. Even his

I too often find myself 
listening to the music instead of the 
prayer. Does God sooner hear and 

. answer our prayers if thus embel- 
lished?—A Minnesota reader.

is to bring God’s people back into His 
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It is decidedly not necessary to at. 
tempt to “beautify or decorate” oy 
prayers by having music played softly 
at the same time, nor does the music 
make God any more willing’ to hear 
them. In fact, it is doubtful whethe 
such prayers are as pleasing to Him a 
those prayed a cappella. 

When we pray we ought to realize 
that we are speaking to God and hayg 
as little distraction as possible. This 
is the reason for closing the eyes in 
prayer, so that they may not wander 
and light on objects that set off other 
trains of thought. Public prayer is of- 
fered not primarily for the hearers— 
though these should not be forgotten 
—but as a corporate act of worship and 
to lift the whole company into the 
presence of God. Music can easily 
break in upon this and spoil the sense 


of worship. Prayer is different from 


singing, which also is worship, when it is 
right and often necessary to have an 
accompaniment. Paul said, “I will pray 
with the spirit, and I will pray with 
the understanding also: I will'sing with 
the spirit, and I. will sing with the un- 
derstanding also” (1 Cor. 14:15).

AVE just been caring for my 
H mockingbird, who is now reward- 
ing me with a song. The cat was 
jurking in the hall, and I have just 
driven her away with the broom, with 
which I have been sweeping the living 
room. Though down by the fireside, 
at twilight, she is my favorite, too, or 
rather, Jerusha’s, who is very tender 
of pets. And even father, sometimes, 
while with us after supper, seems to 
enjoy her purring, as he strokes her in 
his lap. Though I doubt if she has much 
divinity about her; unless it is in her 
sparks of electricity, when she is 
rubbed the wrong way. 
Northampton, May 1, 1742 
I have just come back from a most 
wonderful ride with my honored father, 
Mr. Edwards, through the spring woods. 
He usually rides alone. But, today, he 
said he had something he wanted to 
show me. The forests between our 
house and the full-banked river were 
very beautiful. The wild cherry and 


‘the dogwood were in full bloom. The 


squirrels were leaping from tree to 
tree, and the birds were making a 
various melody. Though father is 
usually taciturn or preoccupied,—my 
mother will call these large words,— 
even when he takes one of us children 
with him, today, he discoursed to me of 
the awful sweetness of walking with 
God in Nature. He seems to feel God 
in the woods, the sky, the clouds, and 
the grand sweep of the river, which 
winds so majestically through the 
woody silences here. 
day, from the Cdapticles, “I am the rose 
of Sharon, and the lily of the valleys,” 
applying the words to the Saviour, as 
though the beauty and loveliness of the 
Saviour were recalled in the works of 
creation; and then, from the Gospel of 
John: “All things were made by him;

Northampton, July 23, 1743 


The Rev. Samuel Hopkins has just 
paid us a short visit. A very strong 
attachment has sprung up between this 
young preacher and my honored father. 
Indeed, I believe, he has made my 
father and mother his confidants in a 
certain affair of the heart, which re- 
lates to himself. A certain young lady 
in Northampton—none of the Edwards 
girls—is the object of this attachment, 
and. alas, it is not successful. It gives 
us girls a great theme. 

Mr. Hopkins was to spend the Lord’s 
Day with us, and to preach in my 
father’s stead; though I really believe 
he would much prefer to listen to my 
father. As it turned out, they both 
preached, and Mr. Hopkins said the 
comparison made him ashamed. 


Mr. David Brainerd should have 
graduated at New Haven College this 
day. Mr. Edwards, my father, is feel- 
ing much hurt because President Glap 
and the Trustees have treated Mr. 
Brainerd so shabbily and cruelly. 
father says, as I think, New Haven Col- 
lege has lost the brightest jewel she 
will ever wear in her crown. Mr. 
Brainerd was expelled from the College, 
for saying of one of the tutors, who 
seemed indifferent to religious activity, 
—when -Mr. Whitefield was preaching 
in New Haven, and the students were 
generally giving much attention to his 
word,—that he had no more religion 
than a chair. I can see that my father 
thinks that he spake unadvisedly, and 
should make amends for it,—as he was 
willing most humbly to do,—but, that 
he very likely spoke the truth. Being 
a graduate of that College, my father 
has been ‘greatly burdened at the ir- 
religion and wickedness - prevailing 
there; and he is already in conference’ 
with Rev. Mr. Burr of Newark. as to 
founding a college, perhaps, in the, 
Jerseys, where young men can be safe 


' from such influences. 


It seems that Mr. Brainerd was so 
concerned for the students, that he went 
from room to room talking ‘and praying 
with them all, whether they had made 
a‘ profession of faith or not. Indeed, 
Mr. Samuel Hopkins told my father 
that it was David Brainerd’s visit to 
his room that convinced him that he 
himself was not a Christian, though he 
was even then intending to study for 
the ministry. 

As I said, to return to the topic above: 
this day David Brainerd would have 
graduated at New Haven College. But, 
the Faculty were unrelenting, notwith- 
standing his humiliating confession. He 
is likely to become a member of this 
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family, it seems. Soon after coming to 
Northampton he displayed. strong af- 
finity for Jerusha, our sister of seven- 
teen, who was soon inoculated with 
his high spiritual views, and deeply 
interested in his Indian work. 

My honored father Mr. Edwards re- 
gards him a young man of uncommon 
abilities and gifts of nature, a close 
student, with extraordinary power in 
the pulpit. In private conversation, he 
is entertdining and profitable, and very 
instructive on personal and experimen- 
tal religion. Thus far, his Indian mis- 
sionary labors, have been solitary. He 
thinks this a mistake. He has had no 
domestic attention, no home care, no 
one to hold him back from overex- 
ertion. And he means now, should he 
ever recover, which I very much mis- 
doubt, to take a female helpmate back 
with. him. I am pretty sure this kind 
of love never would satisfy me. I be- 
lieve he loves her, more because she 
will make a good missionary, than for 
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Each morning he persuaded them ty 
sing and to pray. He got some slate 
and pencils and taught them to read, 
Never wavering in his devotion, he kept 
the sure knowledge before them that 
God loved them. It seemed to him that 
a feeling of being part of a deep spirit. 
ual revival ran through the prison like 
wildfire. “It is enough to warm a man 
heart and keep it warm,” he exulted, 
And he thanked his Heavenly Father 
for his wonderful opportunity. 

Many of the Indians who had taken 
part in the uprising moved even farther 
‘west. When the prisoners were re 
leased, they went to join their relatives, 
searching them out in scattered places, 
As a gift to them they carried the mes 
sage of salvation. “A man of God loved 
us enough to minister to us while we 
were in prison,” they said. What man 
would not believe in love after that?

An early missionary to American Indians who had a vision of sending 
them out to evangelize their own people 


‘“OMETIMES a man is called on to 
testify for his Lord and Saviour in a 
most peculiar way. Stephen R. Riggs, 
who lived from 1812 to 1883, was such 
a man. In 1835 he went to Lac qui 
Parle, Minn., as a young missionary to 
the Dakota Indians. He was licensed to 
preach by the Chillicothe Presbytery, 
and went out under the American Board 
of Commission for Foreign Missions. He 
found the Dakotas eager to learn of the 
Christian faith. 

“It seems to me that their greatest 
need is for the Bible in their own 
tongue,” he decided. “Only most of 
them cannot read,” he considered pain- 
fully. As have so many missionaries, 
before and since, in various spots in the 


world, he began his mission work by 
compiling a dictionary. 

Then, with two other men, he began a 
translation of the Bible in the Dakota 
tongue that took many years to com- 


plete. 
the snow against the logs,” Stephen 
said, “but I do wish that it would let 
the candle alone.”

sputtery. And then tragedy struck. As 
the story of God’s love had been brought 
to these people by. white men, now trag- 
edy was brought to them by white men 
also. 

The Dakotas had been promised many 
things, such as protected land, so that 
they would have food for themselves. 
Lawless frontiersmen encroached on the 
land. They were cruel. and unkind to 
its real owners. They. had no respect 
for the promises and the treaties. At 
last the Dakotas tried to get even. 

Not always distinguishing friend from 
enemy, the Dakotas killed hundreds of 
settlers. This uprising came in 1862, and 
military forces were stationed in the 
territory. They finally subdued the 
Indians. A number of ringleaders were 
put-te death. Many others, with their 
families, were imprisoned in a stockade 
at Fort Snelling, Minn. 

As the Indians: hadn’t been careful 
about friend and enemy, so now the 
white men weren’t too careful ‘either. 
Not all the prisoners were guilty. 
Stephen Riggs had confidence in them 
and his heart went out to them. 

The Christian Dakotas had refused to 
take part in the uprising. They had 
gone even further. They had protected 
the missionaries. The missionaries, in 
turn, were faithful to their Indian 
friends. It was at this time that 
Stephen chose his peculiar way of serv- 
ing his Lord. , During the time that 
Indians were imprisoned at Fort Snell- 
ing, and later at Davenport, Iowa, he 
stayed with them. It was a stay of two 
years’ duration. 


ministry to the final word of translation 
was forty years. But the Bible was fin- 
ished at an opportune time. Several 
thousand Indians had learned ,to read 
in their own tongue. 

On slates, in prison, some had learned 
to read. Then they had taught their 
friends and relatives. Some had the use 
of the big dictionary. Many of them 
became good and faithful Christians. A 
number of churches were started. And, 
perhaps most important of all, there 
were dozens of Indian pastors.

New Life at Easter Time 


Explaining to boys and girls how Christ returned to life from death 


T ISN’T too soon for Sunday school 

teachers and superintendents to be 
planning special projects for the Easter 
season. In order to emphasize the fact 
of new life.at Easter time, many Sun- 
day school workers often draw illus- 
trations from nature. The Lord Jesus 
Himself frequently used products from 
the earth and field as examples in His 
teaching of spiritual truths. 

Why not have a special service and 

give to each pupil a little packet of 
flower seed? 
' Children love to plant seed and care 
for growing things and find great en- 
joyment in watching little plants grow. 
When the seed-packets are handed to 
the pupils, they should be urged to tend 
the plantings themselves. Nasturtiums 
and pansies, and the like, grow easily. 
Although the largest pansy blooms 
come from fall-planted seed, the spring- 
planted seed do bear blossoms of re- 
spectable size, and the latter are so 
prolific in their blooming that pansy- 
growing is a satisfaction. 

It is well, also, for the giver of the 
flower seed to urge small flower growers 
to weed and water their gardens, ex- 
plaining that, whereas it is God who

maxes the seed grow, the children have 
their part in tending the plants. 

In explaining that Christ came alive 
after being crucified, some teachers like 
to show a seemingly dead, brown flower 
bulb and to tell, or demonstrate with a 
blooming Easter lily, that it will come 
alive again and form beautiful flowers, 
because of God’s great power. 

One Sunday school teacher used to

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


r } NHE disgraceful proceedings before 
Pilate were no “trial” at all, but a 
total miscarriage of justice. 

The charges against our Lord were 
trumped up. The testimony of the wit- 
nesses did not agree. The governor 
knew the base motives of the accusers 
and the innocence of the prisoner. He 
was swayed in his judgment, not by a 
sense of justice, nor by the evidence, 
but by the pressure of a hostile, un- 
reasoning mob. Right mounted the 
scaffold because: wrong was on the ju- 
dicial throne. 

The speed with which events took 
place seems incredible. On Thursday 
evening the Jewish religious leaders 
met and convicted our Lord of blas- 
phemy (cf. Mark 14:64). The next 
morning the conviction was confirmed 
(cf. chap. 15:1). The Saviour was de- 
livered to Pilate; and by three o’clock 
that afternoon He had died on the cross. 
No responsible court anywhere would 
have approved such _ swift, unjust, 
brutal tactics. One is reminded of the 
people’s “courts” in the days of the 
French Revolution, or of Mao Tse- 
tung’s “trials” of Chinese landlords! 

But this is the way in which the Son 
of man met His death. Calvary was 
part of the divine plan of redemption. 
Our Lord was a Jew. His arch en- 
emies were Jews. The Hebrew San- 
‘ hedrin could ‘meet and take what ac- 
tion it pleased. But it could not legally 
put a prisoner to death. Only the Ro- 
man authorities had the right to execute 
a criminal.

Mark 15:1.—“. . . in the morning the 
chief priests held a consultation with 
. the whole council, and bound Jesus 
. carried him away, and delivered 
him to Pilate.” Caiaphas the high 
priest (Matt. 26:57), and his father-in- 
law Annas before him (John 18:13), 
had already interviewed Christ. A pre- 
liminary council meeting had been held 
the preceding night (Mark 14:53). This 
morning gathering was more formal. 
It confirmed the decision of the evening 
before. The Jews committed their 
prisoner to the Roman authorities. Pi- 
late, procurator of Judea, was a rep- 
resentative of Rome. ! 


Verse 2.—“Pilate asked him, Art thou 
the King of the Jews? And he... said 
unto him, Thou sayest it.” Our Lord’ 
admitted that He was the Messiah-King 
of Israel. Pilate later taunted the Jews 
with the title (cf. Mark 15:9, 12) and 
had it written above the cross (cf. v. 26). 


Verse 3.—“The chief priests accused 
him of many things: but he answered 
nothing.” What a contrast: the con- 
fused, excited chatter of the priests and 
the solemn serenity of the Son of God. 
When He was oppressed “he opened 
not his mouth . . . as a sheep before 
her shearers is dumb .. .” (Isa. 53:7). 


Verse 4.—“Pilate asked . . . Answerest 
thou nothing? behold how many things 
they witness against thee.” Pilate was 
surprised by our Lord’s noble mien, 
superb self-control, and steadfast si- 





lence.

Verse 5.—“But Jesus yet answered 
nothing; so that Pilate marvelled.” 
The procurator wondered that a man 
under such insidious pressure would

refuse to defend himself. Christ re--: 


mained silent because (1) the accusa- 
tions were palpably unworthy of a 
reply; (2) His accusers were furious 
and would not listen to reason; (3) He 
knew that the way of the cross was 
His Father’s redemptive plan. He must 
drain the “cup.” 


Verse 6-—“‘At that feast he released 


. . One prisoner, whomsoever they 
desired.” Pilate, who had often in- 
curred the enmity. of the Jews, was 
now trying to appease them. He rec- 
ognized their Passover feast by grant- 
ing them a boon. He was willing to 
pardon a Hebrew prisoner (cf. v. 15). 

Verse 7.—“. . . there was one named 
Barabbas . . . bound with them that 
had made insurrection . . . who had 
committed murder .. .” “Barabbas” 
means “Son of Abbas”: the man was 
obviously a Jew. The nature of his 
crime is specified. It was so enormous 
—it involved rebellion and murder—. 
that surely the Jews would never think 
of begging for Barabbas’s pardon. 
Surely they would ask Pilate to free 
the Saviour. Pilate could release the 
Lord Jesus, save his own face, and re- 
main guiltless of innocent blood. 

Verse 8.—“The multitude crying aloud 
began to desire him to do as he had 
ever done unto them.” The howl- 
ing of the mob must have been music 
to Pilate’s cowardly heart. Surely it 
was preparing the way for Christ’s re- 
lease. What'a chance for the governor 
to appear magnanimous and at the same 
time escape from a judicial impasse! 

Verse 9.—“Pilate answered ... . Will 
ye that I release unto you the King of 
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the Jews?” The ruler may well have 
thought that his brilliant suggestion 
would bring to an end a snarled legal 
situation. An innocent Jew would be 
freed; and Barabbas after all deserved 
nothing less than death. But. Pilate 
was mistaken. The depth and intensity 
of the Jews’ hatred of our Lord had ap- 
parently not yet dawned on him. , 

Verse 10—“For he knew that the 
chief priests had delivered him for 
envy.” Would not his generous offer 
provide the priests, who clearly had no 
legal case against the Lord, an oppor- 
tunity to save their faces,,too? Note: 
even a secular ruler, who was probably 
cunning and ruthless when he deemed 
it necessary, recognized the majesty 
and blamelessness of Christ. 

Verse 11—‘“The chief priests moved 
the people, that he should rather re- 
lease Barabbas ...” The priests, lack- 
ing cogent arguments, aroused the 
fickle mob. Blindly following’ their 
blind leaders, the multitude rent the 
air with appeals for a murderer. 


Verse 12.—‘Pilate answered . . . What 
will ye then that I shall do unto... the 
King of the Jews?” This was the crit- 
ical step in Pilate’s downward path. 
He bent his will, with a sarcastic growl, 
to that of the illogical but overpower- 
ing rabble. Neither manhood, nor his 
official authority, nor a sense of justice 
moved him to oppose a cruel and un- 
warranted act. 


Verse 13.—“And they cried out again, 
Crucify him.” The time for reasoning 
was past. Frenzy now gripped the 
multitude. 


Verse 14—“Pilate said .. . what evil 
hath he done? ... they cried out... 
Crucify, him.” The governor’s question 
came too late. A tempest of fury 
swept his will-o’-the-wisp, futile words 
into oblivion. He is revealed as a base 
and helpless coward. 


Verse 15.—“And so Pilate, willing to 
content the people, released Barabbas 
delivered Jesus, when he had 
scourged him, to be crucified.” This 
was the logical result of spineless com- 
promise and timid vacillation. Pilate 
was more concerned about popular ac- 


claim than the voice of conscience. He | 


issued the deadly decree. Roman sol- 
diers took charge. The blessed Saviour 
was mercilessly beaten. ‘“Scourging” 
was with Knotted leather thongs, prob- 


ably weighted with lead. A few hours 


later He would die on Calvary. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

Humanity was on trial when the Lord 
Jesus was “tried” before Pilate. The 
Saviour was completely innocent. He 
had broken no law of God or man. He 
was the “lamb without blemish and 
without spot” (1 Pet. 1:19). The spot- 
light of history is upon the men who 
accused Him. 

If any scene ever revealed the depths 


of human degradation, this was it.’. 


Christ Jesus “came into the world to 
Save sinners” (1 Tim. 1:15). He came 
to restue them from their pitiful moral 
and spiritual plight. His trial empha- 
sized the awful depths to which men

had sunk and their consequent need of 
a Saviour. 

. Man’s_ spiritual: need? Behold the 
chief priests, scribes, and Pharisees! 
Here were men who were actually the 
religious guides of Israel. To them had 
been committed, as it were, the spir- 
itual destiny of the nation. They were 
supposed to be the outstanding ex- 
amples of religious discernment and in- 
sight. Were they not steeped in He- 
brew lore? Had not the entire system 
of Hebrew law and ritual been en- 
trusted to them? Then ,were they not 
the fairest flower of Jewry in our Lord’s 
day? , 

And yet these were the very people 
who made a mockery, not only of the 
laws of decency and fairness, but of 
the very laws of God. Prompted by 
lust, envy, and pride, they thirsted for 
the blood of their innocent victim, lied 
about Him to the authorities, and finally 
gloated in His death. Religious leaders, 
mind you! The verdict of history is 
correct. On trial before succeeding 
generations, they stand guilty. 

And man’s moral need? Behold 
Pontius Pilate! Little did he know that 
his’ infamous verdict against Christ 
would be emblazoned across the pages 
of the future—that the Apostles’ Creed 
would inform the centuries that our 
Lord “suffered under Pontius Pilate.” 

Pilate has almost become a synonym 
for cowardice. He had the authority 
of Rome behind him. Yet he quailed 
before the shrieking rabble. He had 
troops at his disposal. Yet he used 
them to crucify the Son of God. Be-

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hind his weak, detestable cowardice 
and vacillation lay one stubborn fact: 
he was completely self-centered. He 
was willing to sacrifice a human life 
to curry favor with the Jews. He -was 
willing to crucify the Lord of Glory to 
gain the temporary applause of sinners. 

The trial of Christ brings into sharp 
relief one incontestable truth: the heart 
of man is desperately wicked. No won- 
der the Saviour had to go to Calvary. 
In no other way could sin—“red like 
crimson”—be atoned for. The trial of 
Christ both revealed man’s disease 
(sin) and hastened the preparation of 
the remedy (salvation).

Topics for Development 

The Sinlessness of Christ. Pilate ex- 
claimed, “Why, what evil hath he 
done?” (v. 14.) He knew that the chief 
envious of our Lord 
(cf. v. 10), and that the prisoner be- 
fore him was guiltless. Neither the _ 
scowls and threats of the Pharisees nor 
the tempestuous uproar of the people 
could alter the fact: the Lord Jesus was 
completely sinless. He “was in all 
points tempted like as we are, yet 
without sin” (Heb. 4:15). ; 
_ When the Jews were about to leave 
Egypt, each household was instructed 
to slay a lamb and apply the blood to 
the side posts and upper doorposts of 
itg dwelling. The lambs had to be 
“without blemish” (Exod. 12:5). Other- 
wise the sacrifice was valueless. Jesus 
Christ “our passover is sacrificed- for 
us” (1 Cor. 5:7). As the Lamb of God 
He was without any stain or trace of 
sin. Hence He was the perfect atone- 
ment for sin. The sinless Redeemer, 
with no sin in Him, He bore our sins 
on Him. ; 

Peter’s Denial of His, Lord. Simon 
was in the court below the room where 
Christ was tried. His three denials 
seem to have taken place (1) when he 
entered the court, in reply to the slave 
girl who “kept the door” (John 18:16, 
17); (2) at the fireside, in answer to an- 
other girl (cf. Matt. 26:69), other 
lookers-on (John 18:25), and Mal- 
chus’s kinsman (v. 26); (3) later in 
the porch leading to the courtyard, in 
reply to a girl and others nearby (cf. 
Mark 14:69, 70). Our Lord’s loving con- 
cern for Simon is seen as He later 
“turned, and looked upon Peter” (Luke 
22:61): His threefold commission to 
Simon (John 21:15-17) reminds us of 
the disciple’s threefold denial and as- 
sures us that the impulsive, frightened 
man had been forgiven. Peter’s later 
courageous preaching of the Gospel. 
(e.g., Acts 2:14-36) shows that the lips 
with which he had denied his Saviour 
were now cleansed, and that he was 
anointed with the Holy Spirit. 


Practical Applications 
Peter boasted of his courage and 


loyalty, but he changed his tune when 
he changed his crowd! Do we sing on 
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Sunday, “And blest would be their chil- 
dren’s fate, if they like them, could die 

‘ for thee”? And then on Monday do we 
deny our Lord! 

It is dangerous to warm our hands 
at the world’s fire (cf. Mark 14:54). 
Maintenance of’ an unsullied testimony 
depends upon making no common cause 
‘with the enemy! Fire can melt our 
resolves. 

To follow the Lord Jesus “afar off” 
will get us into trouble every time. 
Keep close to your Saviour. You need 
His constant companionship. 

Pilate was swayed by transient pop- 
ular opinion. He spurned the path of 
justice to please a mob. What governs 
our decisions? The fickle desires of 
men, or the will of God? 

Barabbas was deep-dyed in sin—a 
rebel and a renegade. Yet Christ’s 
crucifixion set him free. No matter 
how lost and sinful we are, the blood of 
the Saviour still avails to redeem us. 

Jesus is King! Then let us obey Him 
in every area of life, waiting for His 
coming, first to receive us unto Himself, 
and then to set up His Kingdom.

(Mark 15:1).—During the night they 
had given the Lord an ecclesiastical 
trial, at which they went as far as they 
dared go. They falsely accused Him of 
blasphemy because He truthfully said 
He was the Son of God. 

It would have pleased them to kill 
Him (chap. 14:1); but it was not law- 
ful for them to put any man to death 
(John 18:31). However, “some began 
to spit on him, and to cover his face, 
and to buffet him, and to say unto 
him, Prophesy: and the servants did 
strike him with the palms of their 
hands” (Mark 14:65). 

Sinful men spitting on the sinless Lord 
recalls the poem of an unidentified 
writer:

“Jesus confessed Himself not only 
king of a kingdom not of this world, 
but born and come to bear witness of 
the truth that every one who is of the 
truth might hear His voice. As the 
Jews alleged, He made Himself equal 
with God. He was, He is, the only- 
begotten Son of the Father” (Wm. 
Kelly). 

We are assured that Timothy fol- 
lowed our Lord’s example and “pro- 
fessed a good profession before many 
witnesses” (1 Tim. 6:12). The Lord 
would have us all do likewise. 

Frances Ridley Havergal was a de- 
voted Christian as well as an accom- 
plished singer.. She was a guest at an 
occasion where many distinguished peo- 
ple, including a king, were present. A 
famous Italian prima donna had been 
engaged to furnish entertainment for 
the brilliant audience, and after a num- 
ber of wonderful renditions, Miss Hav- 
ergal was asked if she would sing. 

She paused a moment in uncertainty, 
then stepped to the piano and made a 
most exquisite rendering of a difficult 
aria from one of Handel’s oratorios. 

Then, even before the applause 
ceased, she began to sing to her own 
accompaniment the words of one of 
her most deeply spiritual poems, for 
which her pen had become so noted: 

O Saviour, precious Saviour, 
Whom yet unseen we love; 


O Name of might and favor, 
All other names above! 


Among the first to congratulate her 
was the renowned Italian artist who 
said to her, “You have something I 
do not have, and I want it.” 

“But Jesus yet answered nothing . 
(Mark 15:5).—He was thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the Scripture which says 
there is “a time to keep silence, and a 
time to speak” (Eccles. 3:7). He not 
only knew the verse, but practiced it. 
He was not there to defend Himself, 
but to witness. 

He had answered the high priest’s 


. question about His being “the Christ, 


the Son of the Blessed” (Mark 14:61); 
and He had answered Pilate’s question 
about His being “the King of the Jews.” 
There was nothing more to say. 

“He was oppressed, and he was af- 
flicted, yet he opened not his mouth 

. .” (Isa. 53:7).—“Silence is true wis- 
dom’s best reply,” said Euripides. “Si- 
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lence never shows itself to so great an 
advantage, as when it is made the re. 
ply to calumny and defamation,” saig 
Addison. 

“What will ye then that I shall do 
unto him... ?” (Mark 15:12.)—Pilate 
knew and declared Christ to be inno. 
cent, and should have released Him 
He knew what should be done, but 
failed to do it. He evidently thought 
that offering them the choice between 
Christ and Barabbas, they would 
choose Christ, and his problem would 
be solved. 

When they unanimously chose Ba- 
gabbas, he asked what he should do 
with Christ, and with one voice they 
cried, “Crucify him!” 

We, too, must make a choice between 
the Lord Jesus Christ and what Barab- 
bas represents. To choose Christ will 
spell life, salvation, and Glory; to re- 
fuse Him will spell death and judg- 
ment.

Today let us think 
of. the Lord Jesus as on the cross for 
our sins. Let us say:

ET us repeat together Philippians 

2:5-10, and then learn verse 11: 
“And that every tongue should confess 
that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory 
of God the Father.” 

Last Sunday we read of the Lord 
Jesus in Gethsemane. Judas led Christ’s 
enemies there in the night to catch Him 
when most of Jerusalem slept. When 


they arrested Jesus, all of His-disciples . 


forsook Him and fled, just as He had 
foretold. 

Read Mark 14:53-55. His captors took 
Him first to the Jewish leaders. The 
Roman Government allowed them to 
judge Jewish offenders, but not to put 
anyone to death. What a strange trial 
this was! They arrested the prisoner 
first and then sought evidence against 
Him! But.they could find none. Not 
one enemy, nor all of them put together, 
could find anything against Him! Then 
they hired false witnesses, but their 
Stories differed so much it was evident 
to all that they were false. 

When the high priest failed to find 
any evidence against Jesus, did he free 
Any honest court will liberate a 
prisoner, if they find no evidence 
against Him. But not this crowd. They 


were determined to put Jesus to death. , 


So the high priest asked Him if He was 
the Christ. Read the answer of Jesus 
in Mark. 14:62. When He said “I am,” 
and told about His coming again in 
Power, that should have solemnized 
them. But instead, they all said that 
He deserved to die! Read verse 65. 
Think of the pure and holy Saviour 
treated thus by His sinful creatures! 

Read Mark 15:1. The Jews next took 
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Jesus to Pilate because they had to 
have Pilate’s permission to kill Him. 
Read verses 2-5. By this time the ene- 
mies of Jesus had enough false wit- 
nesses to impress Pilate, as they sup- 
posed. He was impressed, not with the 
charges laid against Jesus, but that the 
Lord Jesus did not say one word in His 
own defense. This was most unusual. 
Ordinary prisoners either denied the 
charges brought against them or else 
begged for mercy. 

Read verses 6-10. The chief priests 
wanted Pilate to believe that they had 
a real case against Jesus, but “he knew 
that .. . for envy” they had delivered 
Him. Pilate hoped to get the people 
to demand Jesus’ release, as then he 
could free Him without appearing to 
disregard the charges of the Jewish 
leaders. Surely in that crowd there 
must have been some who had been 
healed by Him, or whose friends had 
been healed by Him! But the chief 
priests persuaded the people to ask for 
the release of Barabbas instead of the 
release of Jesus. Not one voice was 
raised in His defense! 

Read verses 12-14. When the people 
cried, “Crucify him,” Pilate asked, 
“Why, what evil hath he done?” show- 
ing that he did not believe what the 
false witnesses had said. That ques- 
tion was never answered, because He 
had done no evil. Instead, they shouted 
more loudly, “Crucify him.” Matthew 
relates that Pilate washed his hands 
before them all saying, “I am innocent 
of the blood of this just person.” 

Did you know that Judas brought 
back the money to the chief priests 
saying, “I have sinned in that I have 
betrayed the innocent blood”? And 
these men, leaders of Israel, replied, 
“What is that to us?” (Matt. 27:4), ad- 
mitting that they did not care that Jesus 
was innocent, they only wanted Him 
killed! Then Judas went and killed 
himself in awful remorse. 

Read Mark 15:15. Pilate knew that 
Jesus was innocent and wanted to set 
Him free, but to “content the people” 
he was willing to sign his.name to what 
he knew was an enormous ' injustice. 
He thought he could keep his good 
position if he pleased the people. 

The crucifixion of the Lord Jesus 
Christ was the greatest injustice ever 
done on this earth. He was absolutely 
sinless, and known to be blameless by 
those who condemned Him, yet sen- 
tenced to die an agonizing death as a 
criminal. Jesus could have called a 
hundred thousand angels to destroy His 
enemies instantly, but He did not. He 
came to suffer for our sins. And He 
did. 

But all who falsely accused Him, all 
who had part in that unjust trial will 
yet stand before His great white throne, 
and hear Him pronounce their doom. 

Pilate did not want to condemn 
Christ, but he was forced to take sides 
either for or against Him. Thinking his 
money and position at stake, he chose 
to take sides against Him. 

Many people living now do not want 
to take sides against the Lord, yet will 
not come out on the Saviour’s side.

AY, fellows, a trial in court is al-, 

ways interesting and usually draws 
a crowd. It is a contest governed by 
certain rules and restrictions, There 
are the judge, the jury, and witnesses 
(sworn to tell the truth). There are 
the counsel for defense, the district. at- 
torney, and there is the one who is ac- 
cused and is being tried. It may be a 
bitter contest, but justice and fair play 
prevail. If convicted, the accused or- 
dinarily has a right to appeal to a 
higher court. Trial by jury is a symbol 
of advanced civilization. 





Little Jetts Teach the Lesson 
By Wade C. Smith 
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In our lesson today we are looking on 
what is called a court trial, a governor 
acting as the judge; but it is as cruel 
and atrocious a travesty as was ever 
perpetrated upon an innocent victim. 
The accused was no less a person than 
the Lord Jesus Christ, being tried for 
His life; and His “offense” is nothing 
worse than preaching rerentance for 
sin, while at the same time healing the 
sick and the lame, giving sight to the 
blind, hearing to the deaf, speech to 
_ the dumb, putting demons to flight, and 
preaching “the acceptable year of the 
Lord” (Luke 4:19). There was no 
crime of which they could accuse Him, 
so witnesses were hired to give false 
testimony. 

There was no counsel for. defense, 
while a howling mob shouted false ac- 
cusations and demanded His death. 
During the ordeal the Accused was 
struck in the face by fists. He was 
crowned ‘with thorns, mocked, and 
scourged by the soldiers of the court, 
using whipcords tipped with ivory and 
sharp bits of metal that ripped His 
flesh. 

Pilate, the Roman governor; admitted 
he could find no fault in Him, but for 
political reasons yielded. to the .mob’s 
demand and permitted them to kill 
Him. There was no appeal. ‘It would 
be difficult to imagine a greater mock- 
ery of justice. It is not surprising that 
Pilate, the miserable judge, committed 
suicide later by drowning. 

Now, fellows, the startling truth is 
that our Lord Jesus knew that all this 
cruelty and injustice to Him would 
take place; yet, He never flinched. It 
was in the plan of the Father and the 
Son that the Son should die for the 
sins of the world—and He was a will- 
ing sacrifice. You and I, condemned 
sinners, are the beneficiaries, being 
saved by His death on the cross at 
Calvary. Can you and I fail to give 
our lives to such a Saviour?

ETER was a very talkative disciple. 

He spoke up time after time when 
others did not say a word. Sometimes 
he spoke when he should have been 
quiet. Sometimes he said things that 
he should not have said. ‘Once, you re- 
member, he declared, “If everyone else 
stumbles because of You and denies 
You, certainly will not I.” He had said 
this at the very time when the Son of 
God foretold that they would all for- 
sake Him that same night.. Peter 
should have known that the Lord Jesus 
never makes a mistake. But, it seems, 
he never did learn. He could not real- 


ize what a coward he would be. His. 


Lord knew, however, and that was why 
He warned Peter and the others that 
they would be scattered as sheep when 
the Shepherd was slain (Mark 14:27; 
see also Zech. 13:7). 
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Shortly after the Lord Jesus had 
warned His three friends—Peter, James, 
and John—to continue to watch and 
pray so that they would not enter into 


‘temptation (that happened in the Gar- 


den -of Gethsemane, you remember), 
His enemies rushed up the hill and ar- 
rested the Son of God. Peter would 
not stand for that. He grabbed his 
sword and tried to kill one of the serv- 
ants. Instead, he cut off the man’s ear. 
The Lord Jesus rebuked Peter and told 
him to put his sword away, for, He said, 
“Those that use the sword will die with 
the sword.” And that very minute, the 
Son of God touched the man—one of 
his enemies!—and restored his cut-off 
ear. 

I have a feeling that perhaps Peter 
did not like that. He had acted 
bravely, though unwisely. So it may 
have been that he started to pout. He 
may have thought to himself: “Here I 
am_trying to protect Him. And what 
does He do? He embarrasses me in 
front of all of His enemies, and He 
even heals the enemy’s ear.” I am not 
sure that is what Peter thought. But it 
seems so, for, from then on, he did not 
stay very close to the Lord Jesus. 

The enemies of the Son of God had 
taken Him off to court for.a trial. They 
said it was a trial, but really it was a 
make-believe trial. His enemies told 
lies about Him; they spat on Him; they 
slapped His precious face. Peter should 
have been there then, protecting his 
Lord. Instead he was down with many 
others who either did not know who 
the Son of God was or who did not 
care who He was. ‘ It was a cold night 
and he edged up to the fire to warm 
himself. The light from the fire re- 
vealed his face clearly to others who 
warmed themselves. 

A maid of the man who was in 
charge of the court, that was having the 
make-believe trial of the Lord Jesus, 
saw Peter. She studied his face care- 
fully in the firelight. Then she ex- 
claimed, “You were with Jesus.”;, If 
Peter had started out this awful night 
by ‘pouting, he now took another step 
down. He was afraid. Others, seeing 
him, agreed with the maid. Finally 
Peter screamed, “I know not this Man 
of whom you speak!” Imagine that! 
Peter, once a fisherman, had seen the 
Lord Jesus and had heard Him speak, 
“Follow me.” And for three years 
Peter had been constantly with the Son 
of God. He was, in fact, one of three 
of the inner circle of the friends of_the 
Lord Jesus. He had: heard the Lord 
Jesus teach, had seen Him perform 
miracles, ‘had listened to Him pray. He 
had just been with Him at the Last 
Supper and had declared at that time 
that he would die rather than deny 
his Lord. He had been with Him in 
Gethsemane’s Garden only ‘a little time 
before. Peter knew that he knew the 
Lord. Peter loved, the Lord. But he 
put aside his love, thinking only of his 
own safety @ather than of his Lord’s. 

Suddenly Peter realized what a self- 
ish, mean, sneaking, weak, cowardly, 
unworthy follower of the Lord he was. 
Just as the Lord Jesus had said, Peter 
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had denied Him. Realizing what he 
had done broke Peter’s heart. And, in 
tears, he went out into the night. Be- 
cause he was truly sorry for the dreadful 
thing that he had done, we know that 
he was forgiven. For only a short time 
later (less than two months) God used 
Peter so wonderfully that at the end of 
one sermon that he preached, 3,000 souls 
were born again. Wonderful, wonder- 
ful Jesus!

When Jesus’ Friends Failed Him 
(Mark 14:53, 66-72) 


ERE you ever afraid to let people 
know you were a Christian? Your 
family might not approve; you might 
be punished. You did not kneel to 
pray when you spent the night with a 
friend; you might be made fun of. The 
boys would tease you if they knew you 
loved the Lord Jesus; they would call 
you horrid names. 
Grownups have the same problems, 
even the friends of the Lord Jesus back 
in Bible days. There was Peter. Peter 
loved the Lord very much; he was sure 
he would stick by Him no matter what. 
(Relate the warning in Mark 14: 27-31.) 
Then the Lord prayed. What was His 
prayer? (Review.) He warned Peter 
and the others they should be praying 
instead of sleeping, or they would not 
be strong enough to resist temptation. 
Then came Judas with men. You know 
who Judas was? A friend turned trai- 
tor, paid by the Lord’s enemies to show 
them where they could catch the Lord 
Jesus secretly without stirring up the 
people. What was Judas’s signal to 


show which of the men in the Garden . 


to capture? You remember it was a 
moonlight night, but it would not be 
easy, even with. lanterns and torches, 
to see who was who among the shadows 
of the olive trees. But Judas, one of 
the Twelve, could come very close 
without causing suspicion. The Lord 
did not run away and hide, though He 
knew beforehand just what would hap- 
pen. But look at the Eleven in Mark 
14:50. Can you see them running off in 
every direction into the dark shadows? 
Now follow Mark’s story and watch 
Peter (vv. 53, 54). -’ 

Let us watch both the Lord and Peter 
as they are asked questions that might 
mean punishment and death. , First, 
Christ among the priests and officers 
conducting His trial. | They are looking 
for any excuse to put the Lord Jesus 
to death. Did He dare tell the truth 
when it would mean His death? Listen 
to their question, His answer, and the 
result. (Read vv. 61b, 62, 64.) Now 
watch Peter in the courtyard outside 
the room where the trial, was going 
on. Peter is not on trial. It is just 
conversation among the servants, but 
listen to him! (Read vv. 66-71.) Can 
that be Peter who loved the Lord 80 
much? who had said he was ready to 





die with Him? + Peter had not been 
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And through it all one could not see a 


. 
praying in the Garden, you remember. 
So the Devil caught him off guard. 
And the lies came out, even oaths that 
he was telling the truth. Then came the 
rooster’s early morning “Cock-a-doodle- 
doo,” even louder than before. And 
Peter remembered something! How he 
cried to think’ what he had done! (v. 
72.) =! 
Did the Lord say He would never be 
friends with Peter again? No, He knew 
Peter’s real heart. He knew Peter’s 
tears showed he was sorry for what he 
had done.. On Resurrection Day the 
Lord remembered Peter and his heavy 


conscience. He sent him a special mes- 
sage (16:7). He paid him a special 
visit (Luke 24:34). He gave him 


special-work to do for Him (John 21: 
15-19). 
“Ye are my friends, if ye do whatso- 
ever I command you” (John 15:14, 
Memory Verse). But isn’t it wonder- 
ful that the Lord understands and for- 
gives us when we get scared and do 
not stand up as a friend of His! Yet 
how much better if we prayed for 
strength and could be brave like the 
Lord Jesus and speak the truth always! 
How loyal to Him are you this Easter 
month? ;

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- Purposes in Chastening 
(Continued from second page) 
own wife turned away from him (2:

justifiable cause, But the answer is 
given us in James 5:11: “Behold, we 
count them happy which endure. Ye 
have heard of the patience of Job, and 
have seen the end of the Lord; that the 
Lord is very pitiful, and of tender 
mercy.” 

But the elearest example of vicarious 
chastening is Joseph. One fails to de- 
tect a flaw in his character from be- 
ginning to end. That is most unusual in 
human beings. Some may accuse him 
of being a spoiled father’s pet, but his 
honorable conduct refutes the accusa- 
tion. No spoiled boy will answer, “Here 
am J,” when he is requested gently to 
go on a difficult, tiring, and unpleasant 
errand. Yet this is Joseph’s answer 
(Gen. 37:13). He goes from-Hebron to 
Shechem, about 60 to 70 miles. But he 
does not find his brothers. He has to go 
several miles farther to Dothan, where 
he finally finds them. The treachery 
of some of his brothers is quite familiar 
to all of us. He is put into a pit. This 
is severe on the gregarious boy. (Let 
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us hope he was not afflicted with claus- 
trophobia.) But this beloved son of 
his father is sold to the Ishmaelites 
as a slave. Now he is away from 
his father, from his country, from his 
language, and is mercilessly thrown into 
a strange world. But “the Lord was 
with him.” His next experience in my 
judgment is more severe still. Not his 
being thrown into prison, but his being 
accused of immoral behavior must be 
most poignant and excruciating to his 
innocent soul. Let not. our familiarity 
with the story rob us of appreciating 
its beauty. 

Bridging over the intervening years, 
we now see him upon his throne. His 
guilty brothers stand helpless and 
speechless before his loving majesty. 
He is graciously consoling them with 
these heavenly words: :“Now therefore 
be not grieved, nor angry with your- 
selves, that ye sold me hither: for God 
did send me before you to preserve 
life” (Gen. 45:5). Vicarious chastening! 
So this is the reason for it all? Let us

3. An Enemy Converted 
(Acts 9:1-22)

! HIS last in the series of three les- 

sons in conversion is quite different 
from the first two, and, in fact, is dif- 
ferent from any experience we shall 
meet in winning others to Christ, for it 
reveals the intimate transaction be- 
tween a human soul and the Lord Jesus 
Christ. In this lesson, Christ is the 
prime mover. In all our efforts we are 
but His representatives. In this lesson 
Christ presents Himself as the supreme 
attraction. In all our efforts we shall 
do well to be hidden, as far as is pos- 
sible, behind Him, so as not to get be- 
tween the individual we are dealing 
with and Christ. 
4 
The topic for this week speaks of 
“An Enemy Converted.” Every uncon- 
verted person we deal with will be an 
enemy of Christ, just as we were also 
enemies before we accepted Him as 
our Saviour (Jas. 4:4). Some of those 
who have never accepted Christ may 
not be openly warring against, Him, as 
was Paul, and they may not be con- 
scious that they were fighting against 
Him, but everyone who is not for Christ 
is against Him (Matt. 12:30), and all 
are His enemies. They may not be 
malicious, and, like Paul, they may 
Sincerely think that they are in the 
right, but nonetheless they are mis- 
taken. They must be  converted— 
turned around—and, instead of moving 
away from Christ, must, of their own 
will and decision, face toward and move 
toward Him. This involves the mir- 
acle of the new birth wrought by the 
Holy Spirit, whereby upon receiving 
Christ and accepting what He did on 
the cross as the substitutionary atone- 
ment for their sins, men pass from 
death unto life and are ‘korn into the 
family of God. 
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Notice that the change in Paul came 
about after he had been brought face 
to face with Christ. In every true 
conversion the individual must “see” 
Christ. It may not be in a vision 
brighter than the noonday sun, as was 
Paul’s, but there must be a realization 
of who Christ is and what are His 
claims as Saviour and Lord. In most 
cases today, men “see” Christ as re- 
vealed by the Scriptures or by the 
testimony of a soul-winner using the 
Scripture. Here is the great impor- 
tance of. preaching Christ, not Christian- 
ity, or morality, or manliness, important 
and good though these may be. The 
most important function'of the soul- 
winner is to introduce the unbeliever 
to Christ, and none of us can do this 
unless he himself first knows Christ as 
his own personal Saviour.

Paul’s first response to Christ’s rev- 
elation of Himself was an acknowl- 
edgment of His Lordship—‘Who art 
thou, Lord?” (v. 5.) His second re- 
sponse was a request for instruction— 
“Lord, what wilt thou have me to do?” 
(v. 5.) These are the logical responses 
of everyone who is convinced that he 
needs a Saviour and that Christ is that 
Saviour. Paul was told to wait in 
Damascus until a disciple, Ananias, 
should visit him and instruct him (v. 
6). Today, we have the written Word 
that can be placed in the hands of a 
new believer for guidance and instruc- 
tion. What is more, there are groups 
of believers with whom he can be put 
in touch, and in whose company he 
may be encouraged and taught and 
prayed with and stimulated to good 
works. — 

It is of great importance that those 
we bring to Christ should be followed 
up until they are established with some 
group of sincere Bible-believing and 
Bible-teaching Christians. All too 
many, who are brought to Christ 
through the efforts of sincere personal 
workers or evangelistic campaigns, re- 
main babes in Christ because there is 
little or no followtup work, or because 
they become members: of Christian 
groups where they are not fed with 
the Word.

These lessons in conversion that we 
have’ been studying for the last three 
weeks should stir every. one of us to be 
more faithful in doing all we can to 
bring. others into touch with Christ. 
We who know Him as our Saviour and 
Lord should be on the lookout for op- 
portugities every day to speak to some- 
one about Christ. He has told us 
that we are to be His witnesses (Acts 
1:8). How long ago has it been since 
you witnessed to someone concerning 
Christ? :

PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “The chief 
priests and all the council sought for 
witness against Jesus.” This was the 
Supreme Court of the Jewish people 
in Christ’s time. The Mishna traces 
its origin to Moses’ selection of the 
“seventy elders” as associates in the 
government of Israel in the wilderness. 
This council constituted a sort of su- 
preme court in the great concerns of 
government. Their condemnation of 
the Saviour put the nation’s stamp of 
approval on Christ’s crucifixion (see 
Acts 3:13-15) and placed the blame for 
it upon the Lord’s own nation (John 
18:35). Pray for a closer walk with 
your Saviour and more courage to own 

Him before men. 

Wed., Mar. 11.—Mark 14:66-72. 
Peter’s Denial. 
PRAYER SvuGGESTIONS: “He began to 
curse and to swear, saying, I know not 
this man of whom ye speak.” The in- 


‘fant church was rocked to its founda- 


tion by the betrayal of Christ by Judas 
and the denial of Him by ‘Peter, 
and the weaknesses of all the other 
apostles. Her spiritual state during the 
days Christ’s body lay in the tomb was 
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thanks be to the grace of God in Christ, 
that the band of scattered: disciples 
were reunited, purified, harmonized, 
and made such a blessing to the world 
that the world still stands amazed. Pray 
for another demonstration of the re- 
viving grace of God.

Prayer Succestions: “The whole mul- 
titude of them arose, and led him unto 
Pilate. ... When Pilate ... knew that 
he belonged unto Herod’s jurisdiction, 
he sent him to Herod.” Israel, kings 
and rulers together, stood up against 
the Lord and rejected the Messiah. 
Thus (Christ “came unto his own, and 
his own received him not” (John 1:11). 
As the prophet predicted: “He was 
taken from prison and from judgment 

. he was cut off out of the land of the 
living: for the transgression of my peo- 
ple was he stricken” (Isa. 53:8). Let 
your love to Christ cause you to go 
over your Lord’s sufferings and death 
in which your sins had part. Pray for 
more tokens of penitence for sin among 
God’s people. 


Fri., Mar. 13.—Luke 23:13-25. 
Sentenced by Pilate. 


PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “And Pilate gave 
sentence that it should be as they re- 
quired.” Pilate, a strong man in Ro- 
man government, was fickle when it 
came to matters of opinion. He feared 
to offend the Jews, but he realized that 
Jesus was innocent. Yet when com- 
pelled to come to a decision, he cast 
his vote against the innocent Saviour 
in favor of the wishes of the people. 
His real status before God is stated: in 
Acts 4:26-28. Christ is still on trial in 
the minds of men and women. Every 
one has to decide what shall be done 
with Jesus. Eternal consequences hang 
upon that decision. Pray for the con- 
version to Christ of all your dear ones. 


Sat., Mar. 14—Mark 15:16-20. é 
Mocked by the Soldiers. 
PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “The soldiers led 

him away into the hall, called Praeto- 
rium; and they call together the whole 
band.” Here we see Jesus “delivered 
into the hands of sinful men .. . [to] 
be crucified” (Luke 24:7). The suffer- 
ings of our Lord must never become 
old to us.
